Join  Jane  Alexander  for  two  outstanding  conferences! 


Time  is  running  out  to  make  plans  to  be  in  Missoula,  March  10-13,  for  the 
Montana  Arts  Council’s  Cultural  Congress  and  Rural  Arts  Roundup  conferences. 
Jane  Alexander,  chairwoman  of  the  National 
Endowment  for  the  Arts,  and  Congressman 
Pat  Williams  will  be  the  featured  keynote  speakers. 

The  two  conferences,  being  held  concurrently  on 
the  campus  of  the  University  of  Montana  in 
Missoula,  will  create  forums  to  discuss  the  roles  of 
arts  and  culture  in  Montana  and  how  they  relate  to 
artists,  arts  educators,  arts  organizations  and  the 
communities  and  constituents  they  serve. 

Joint  conference  sessions  will  feature  keynote 
addresses  by  nationally  known  speakers,  including 
Alexander  and  Williams  who  will  speak  to  the  topic: 

“Cultural  Advocacy  Across  America.”  Other  conference  speakers  include: 

Diane  Mataraza,  director  of  the  National  Endowment  for  the  Arts  Local  Arts 
Agency  Program  in  Washington,  D.C.,  speaking  on  “What  the  NEA  means  to 


Rural  Arts  Organizations”;  George  Thom,  co-director  of  ARTS  Action  Research  in 
New  York  City,  speaking  on  “The  Role  of  Arts  and  Culture  in  Our  Society”;  and 
Danielle  Withrow,  president  of  Community 
Ventures  in  Charlotte,  North  Carolina,  speaking  on 
“Partnerships  in  the  Arts.” 

“From  Grassroots  to  Big  Sky. . .  celebrating  and 
strengthening  the  role  of  arts  and  culture  in 
Montana”  is  the  theme  for  this  year’s  Cultural 
Congress.  This  is  the  Council’s  fourth  such 
conference  which  is  held  every  two  years.  Sessions 
offered  will  include:  Partnerships  for  Culture  and 
Education;  How  the  Arts  Heal  Society  and 
Individuals;  Cultural  Identities  and  Sustainable

Dance  on  Tour  spins  its  way  into  Montana  communities

Ririe-Woodbury  Dance  Company  of  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah,  will  be  Montana's  first  Dance  on  Tour  company. 


The  Ririe-Woodbury  Dance  Company,  one  of  the  most 
active  touring  and  performing  professional  modem  dance 
companies  in  America,  has  been  chosen  as  Montana’s  first 
Dance  on  Tour  company. 

Dance  on  Tour  is  a  program  designed  by  the  National 
Endowment  for  the  Arts  for  the  purpose  of  touring 
exemplary  dance  artists  to  communities  across  the  country 
in  multi-day  engagements  of  performances  and  outreach 
activities.  Late  last  year,  the  Montana  Arts  Council 
received  a  $35,000  grant  from  the  NEA  to  fund  dance 
residencies  in  core  communities  with  outreach  programs  to 
surrounding  communities.  The  grant  will  provide  financial 
support  for  performance  fees,  technical  production  needs 
and  marketing  efforts. 

“While  Montana  is  resplendent  with  many  arts 
disciplines,  dance  is  in  the  early  stages  of  acceptance  and 
exposure  to  audiences  in  our  state,”  said  Bill  Pratt,  MAC’S 
director  of  organizational  services.  “It  is  my  hope  that 
Dance  on  Tour  will  not  only  provide  Montana  with  access 
to  high  quality  nationally  recognized  dance  companies,  but 
that  it  will  also  provide  an  opportunity  for  adventurous 
presenters  to  share  the  dance  experience  with  their 
audiences.” 

It  is  hoped  that  the  1994  program  will  be  the  first  of  a 
multi-year  project  to  enhance  the  art  of  and  exposure  to 
dance  in  Montana.  A  steering  committee,  made  up  of 
Council  staff,  dance  educators,  presenters  and  dance 
companies,  selected  Ririe-Woodbury  and  put  together  a 
preliminary  touring  schedule.  The  program  will  be 
admimstered  by  the  Arts  Council  in  coordination  with  the 
Montana  Dance  Arts  Association  and  the  Montana 
Performing  Arts  Consortium. 

Dance  on  Tour  Montana 

During  their  stay  in  Montana,  members  of  the  Ririe- 
Woodbury  Company  will  create  widely  varying  residency 
activities — from  lecture-demonstrations  for  school  children 
and  master  classes  for  experienced  dancers  and 
choreographers,  to  informances  and  performances  for  first- 
time  dance  audiences.  Each  site  will  plan  residencies 
tailored  specifically  to  the  needs  of  their  local  constituents,

Cultural  Congreaa/Rural  Arts  Roundup 
Overview.  The  sessions  have  been  finalized, 
panelists  are  in  place  —  and  we’re  in  for  one 
tremendous  weekend! 

Jane  Alexander  confirms  her  visit.  We  are 

absolutely  thrilled  that  Jane  Alexander  and 
Pat  Williams  plan  to  join  us  for  the  Cultural 
Congress  and  Rural  Arts  Roundup  on  Saturday, 
March  12!  We  owe  Congressman  Williams  a 
great  deal  of  thanks  for  the  invitation  he  issued 
asking  Ms.  Alexander  to  join  him  here.  Their 
session  will  be  the  pinnacle  for  the  entire 
weekend,  underscoring  the  many  reasons  we  are 
all  joining  together  —  to  celebrate  and  strengthen 
the  role  and  value  of  arts  and  culture  in  Montana, 
and  develop  skills  to  improve  the  effectiveness  of 
our  efforts  in  communities  large  and  small,  and 
across  all  the  disciplines. 

George  Thorn  Keynote  on  Friday.  At  the 
press  deadline  for  the  last  ArtistSearch,  we  had 
not  yet  been  able  to  confirm  George  Thom’s 
appearance  on  Friday.  Mr.  Thom  and  Nello 
McDaniel  co-founded  ARTS  Action  Research, 
based  in  NYC.  “Action  Research”  is  a  term 
borrowed  from  the  social  sciences.  Rather  than 
studying  what  has  been,  action  research  explores 
ways  to  effectively  intervene  to  influence  and 
ignite  evolution  and  change.  Their  company  is 
committed  to  discovering,  understanding  and 
creating  the  systems,  methodology,  vocabulary, 
dynamics,  and  culture  of  change  within  the  arts 
community. 

George  and  Nello  have  co-authored  three 
outstanding  books:  Quiet  Crisis  in  the  Arts, 
Rethinking  and  Restructuring  the  Arts,  and 
Toward  a  New  Arts  Order.  Upon  reading  an 
excerpt  from  the  latter  book,  just  published,  we 
realized  their  views  speak  to  many  of  the  needs 
that  have  been  expressed  by  folks  throughout  the 
state  about  the  role  of  culture  in  our  society  . ..and 
how  to  rise  to  the  challenge  of  expressing  its 
value  and  reasons  for  its  support  when  faced  with 
strong  arguments  about  starving  children  and 
ranchers  going  out  of  business. 

His  keynote  will  lay  the  framework  for  many 


of  the  other  sessions  during  the  weekend.  You  will 
find  inspiration  and  important  insights  —  please 
plan  to  make  it  part  of  your  agenda. 

An  important  forum.  The  entire  focus  of  the 
Cultural  Congress  and  Rural  Arts  Roundup  has 
been  set  by  the  constituency  in  planning  meetings 
held  this  fall.  This  is  very  much  your  conference... 
and  our  staff  has  molded  its  scheduling  based 
entirely  on  feedback  we’ve  received  from  our 
“audience."  We  listened  carefully  to  those  who 
said  people  have  a  need  to  talk ...  and  for  that 
reason,  sessions  have  been  designed  to  have 
ample  time  for  discussion. 

Creating  a  vision  for  the  future.  You’ll  be 
part  of  a  very  important  process  to  create  a  vision 
for  the  role  of  arts  and  culture  in  Montana,  and 
help  design  the  Montana  Arts  Council’s  role 
within  that  vision.  This  input  will  be  used  for  the 
Council  to  develop  its  long-range  plan  at  a 
planning  retreat  later  this  year.  It  will  produce 
information  which  will  be  used,  incorporating 
manageable  and  measurable  goals  so  we  can 
return  to  it  annually  and  ask,  “how  are  we  doing?” 

Please  join  us.  If  you  work  with  an 
organization,  please  urge  members  of  your  board 
and  others  involved  in  your  work  to  join  you.  The 
breadth  of  the  conference  is  such  that  it  will  be 
worthwhile  for  several  people  from  each 
organization  to  attend  in  order  to  benefit  the  most 
from  the  many  sessions  offered.  We  could  all  use 
a  shot  in  the  arm  ...  this  is  a  tremendous 
opportunity. 

On  the  road.  During  January,  I  had  the 
pleasure  to  accept  the  Billings  Symphony 
invitation  to  see  the  Kings  Singers.  They  were 
exceptional,  and  the  Symphony  certainly  rose  to 
the  occasion,  which  was  SRO.  My  special  thanks 
to  Maxine  Pihlaja,  Maestro  Bamea,  and  Reatha 
Thomas.  I  also  attended  the  opening  of  Ted 
Waddell’s  exhibit  at  the  Holler  Museum  in 
Helena,  which  is  very  impressive.  It  was  also  very 
rewarding  to  see  so  many  artists  and  other 
museum  curators  and  executive  directors  from 
throughout  the  state  attend  this  event. 

The  Montana  Association  of  Symphony 


Orchestras  met  in  Helena  in  January,  so  I  had  a 
good  update  on  all  the  symphony  activity 
throughout  the  state.  I  also  cast  a  line  to 
Bozeman,  and  landed  a  seat  at  the  latest 
Vigilante  Theatre  Company  offering  “FTV:  The 
Fishing  Channel."  Joanne  Eaton  said  this 
production  reached  a  whole  new  audience, 
which  was  obvious  as  Greg  Keeler  and  the 
company  provided  the  many  anglers  in  the 
crowd  with  many  reasons  to  reel  in  laughter. 

A  special  farewell  to  Barry  Bonlfas.  It  was 
with  regret  that  I  learned  from  Barry  Bonifas, 
executive  director  of  the  Alberta  Bair  Theater  in 
Billings,  that  he  is  leaving  our  state  to  return  to 
Bellingham,  Washington.  Barry’s  departure  will 
be  a  loss  to  Montana  —  and  I’d  like  to  take  this 
opportunity  to  thank  him  for  the  tremendous 
work  he’s  done  while  at  the  Alberta  Bair,  and 
through  his  other  work  nationally,  which  has 
reflected  well  on  us  all. 

Barry  also  served  as  a  panelist  on  the 
Cultural  and  Aesthetics  Projects  Advisory 
Committee  (the  body  which  makes  recommen¬ 
dations  on  Cultural  Trust  grants  to  the 
legislature).  His  contributions  there  were  always 
valuable,  well-studied  and  professional.  He  has 
been  a  support  to  many  of  us  in  this  field,  and 
the  health  and  vigor  of  the  Alberta  Bair  Theater 
is  testimony  to  the  valuable  work  he  did  in 
Billings.  We’ll  miss  you,  Barry. 

Nicholas  Vrooman  to  start  his  own  firm.

The  Missoula  Children’s  Theatre  is  now 
open  for  business  at  its  new  building  on  the 
corner  of  Broadway  and  Adams  in  Missoula.  The 
administrative  offices  for  MCT  are  located  on 
the  second  floor,  with  the  costume  and  scene 
shops  on  the  first  level.  Work  is  still  scheduled 
for  the  third  floor,  which  will  be  open  for  public 
functions  after  the  ballroom  is  completed  and  the 
elevator  is  purchased  and  installed. 

Barry  Bonifas,  executive  director  of  the 
Alberta  Bair  Theater  in  Billings,  has  been  named 
to  fill  the  newly  created  position  of  executive 
director  of  the  Mount  Baker  Theatre  Center  in 
Bellingham,  Washington.  He  will  be  leaving 
Billings  and  his  position  there  in  late  March. 
Bonifas  began  working  at  the  Alberta  Bair  in 
1986  and  has  guided  the  theater  through  seven 
full  seasons.  In  that  time  it  has  gained  a 
recognized  position  in  the  national  performing 
arts  community,  as  evidenced  in  receiving  a 
prestigious  $100,000  challenge  grant  from  the 
National  Endowment  for  the  Arts. 

Plentywood  artist  Michael  Westergard  was 
awarded  Best  of  Show  —  Wildlife  Award  at  the 
Trails  West  Arts  Association’s  fifth  annual 
western,  Indian  and  wildlife  art  show  and  auction 
held  recently  in  Vancouver,  Wash.  Westergard’ s 
distinctive  bronze  sculpture  of  a  running 
antelope  entided  “Prairie  Lightning”  was  the 
overwhelming  choice  for  Best  of  Show. 


"FTV:  The  Fishing  Channel.”  This  original 
musical  comedy  revue,  written  by  Greg  Keeler, 
an  English  professor  at  Montana  State 
University,  pokes  fun  at  everything  from 
Saturday  morning  fishing  shows  and 
Masterpiece  Theater  to  endangered  species. 
Having  completed  its  opening  in  Bozeman  in 
January,  the  show  is  now  ready  to  take  to  the 
road.  Also,  three  members  of  the  Vigilante 
Players,  John  Hosking,  Rhonda  Smith  and 
Gwyn  Ganjeau,  will  be  available  this  summer 
to  perform  pieces  from  "FTV:  The  Fishing 
Channel"  at  fairs  and  festivals.

Cultivating  culture 

It’s  time  to  start  planning  to  attend  the  next 
Art  Beyond  Boundaries  conference  to  be  held  in 
Spearfish,  South  Dakota,  on  June  17-19, 1994. 

ABB  is  a  gathering  of  arts  organizations 
from  Montana,  Nebraska,  North  and  South 
Dakota  and  Wyoming  that  has  consistently 
received  high  marks  for  the  information  and 
networking  opportunities  provided.  In  fact,  this 
year  the  ABB  concept  was  expanded  to  include 
an  electronic  network  called  ABBNET  that  is 
accessible  for  those  organizations  with 
computers,  modems  and  a  subscription  to  Arts 
Wire,  the  national  electronic  network  for  the 
arts. 

This  year’s  conference  is  titled  “Cultivating 
the  Culture  of  the  High  Plains”  and  will  focus  on 
Cultural  Tourism.  Substantial  representation 
from  the  National  Endowment  for  the  Arts  is 
expected  including  its  Chairwoman  Jane 
Alexander,  Diane  Mataraza,  director  of  the 


New  Forms:  Regional  Initiative,  a  grant 
program  for  artists,  co-administered  by  Helena 
Presents  and  the  Colorado  Dance  Festival, 
awarded  grants  totaling  $7,500  to  three  artists  in 
Montana  for  their  innovative  work  in  various 
disciplines. 

•  Beth  Ferris  of  Missoula  received  $2,000  to 
support  her  collaboration  with  eight  to  10  cancer 
patients  to  give  artistic  expression  to  quest  for 
meaning  in  illness.  By  focusing  on  the 
transformative  healing  powers  of  creativity, 
patients  will  “re-create”  themselves  in  the  art  of 
evolving  new  stories  in  multiple  media.  Other 
Montana  artists  working  with  Ferris  are  Dorrit 
Karasek,  Youpa  Stein  and  Linda  Swab. 

•  Barrett  Golding  of  Bozeman  received 
$4,000  to  support  the  creation  of  two  music/ 
sound  pieces  using  voices,  sounds  and  music. 
“The  Pledge”  will  celebrate  and  contemplate  the 
diverse  people  of  America  with  a  montage  of 
voices  having  different  ethnic,  regional  and 
national  accents  reciting  the  Pledge  of 
Allegiance.  “Back  Country”  will  explore  the 
wilderness  with  a  collage  of  stories  told  by  those 
who  work  and  recreate  in  the  wilderness, 
rhythmcally  mixed  with  sounds  and  ambiences  of 
wildlife  and  wildlands. 

•  Robert  Harrison  of  Helena  received  $1,500 
to  support  a  project  to  build  a  large-scale 
architectural  site-specific  sculpture  that  combines 
contemporary  and  historic  construction  materials, 
aesthetic  issues  and  artistic  concerns.  Entitled 
“Black  Mountain  Colonade,”  the  piece  will 
integrate  contemporary  large-scale  architectural 
sculpture  into  an  expansive  outdoor  environment, 
forming  an  arc  echoing  the  adjacent  mountain 
range  and  visually  connecting  the  two  structures 
it  intersects. 

Photographer  Michelle  Luke  of  Whitefish 
has  won  the  Cit6  Internationale  des  Arts  Award 
to  pursue  her  photography  in  France.  The  award 
was  developed  to  promote  peace  by  bringing 
artists  together  through  understanding  to  create 
harmony.

Sculptors  asked 
to  participate 
in  SOS!  Montana 


Montana  sculptors  are  being  called  to  play  a 
crucial  role  in  the  SOS!  Montana  outdoor 
sculpture  inventory  project.  As  the  survey 
launches  in  various  parts  of  the  state,  project 
director  Patricia  Bik  has  been  asking  area  artists  to 
prepare  lists  of  their  works,  with  the  location  of 
each  piece  and  date  of  installation. 

When  volunteers  undertake  the  actual 
inventory  of  the  outdoor  works,  they  will  likely 
contact  the  artists  again  to  leant  more  about  the 
sculpture’s  original  relation  to  its  environmental 
setting,  the  sculptor’s  intentions  regarding 
appearance  of  the  surface  treatments  over  time  and 
other  pertinent  facts  about  the  sculpture’s  history 
of  condition. 

Additionally,  biographical  infonnation  on  all 
Montana  sculptors  with  existing  outdoor  works 
will  be  collected  as  part  of  the  Smithsonian 
Institution’s  database  on  American  sculptors. 
Sculptors  are  invited  to  contact  Bik  with 
infonnation  on  their  works  and  careers  in

The  outdoor  sculpture  survey  project  is 
underway  in  the  southeastern  quadrant  of 
Montana.  January  training  workshops  in  Billings 
and  Glendive  prepared  SOS!  volunteers  to  head 
out  into  the  field  with  cameras,  tape  measures  and 
survey  forms.  Billings  sculptor  Lyndon  Pomeroy 
lectured  volunteers  on  the  properties  of  materials 
most  commonly  used  in  creating  outdoor  works  of 
art  and  how  these  materials  fare  in  harsh 
environments.  Leo  Olson,  metal  sculptor  and 
retired  art  teacher,  is  heading  up  the  city  of 
Billings  sculpture  survey  with  a  crew  of  five  other 
volunteers.  Still,  additional  volunteers  are  needed 
to  cover  many  of  the  rural  counties  in  southeastern 
Montana. 

Numerous  training  workshops  have  been 
scheduled  for  the  rest  of  the  state  through  June 
(see  the  Arts  Calendar  on  pages  8-9  for  workshops 
in  your  area).

On  your  fellowship  application  you  stress  the 
importance  of  sending  slides  that  are  well- 
photographed  and  of  high  quality.  How  do  I 
go  about  photographing  my  work  myself? 

Recently,  Resources  for  Artists  with 
Disabilities  released  an  article  over  ArtsWire 
with  one  option  for  addressing  this  issue.  It  was 
written  by  Fred  Caruso,  and  reprinted  here  in 
Yo,  MAC  with  RAD’s  permission. 

Having  your  art  work  photographed  is  an 
expensive  proposition.  Doing  it  yourself,  while 
still  costly,  can  be  considerably  cheaper  than 
having  a  professional  do  it.  However,  you  will 
need  to  invest  in  some  special  equipment  to  get 
the  job  done.  Here  are  a  few  guidelines  to 
getting  started. 

There  are  four  basic  things  you  will  need:  a 
35mm  reflex  lens  camera,  lights,  a  tripod  and 
film.  The  most  expensive  item,  of  course,  is  the 
camera.  To  photograph  art  work,  you  need  a 
35mm  camera  with  a  reflex  lens  and  adjustable 
shutter  speed  and  f-stop  (lens  opening.)  When 
you  look  through  the  viewfinder  of  the  reflex 
lens  camera,  you  actually  are  looking  through  the 
lens.  Many  cameras  have  a  separate  viewfinder 
on  the  top  left  comer  of  the  camera.  This  is  not 
good  for  photographing  art  because  it  only  gives 
you  an  approximate  view  of  the  picture  being 
taken  by  the  lens  of  your  camera.  When  you  get 
back  your  slides  or  photos,  the  images  are  likely 
to  be  off  center,  if  not  partially  cut  off.  With  a 
reflex  lens,  what  you  see  is  what  you  get. 

The  lens  is  also  important.  It  is  best  to  use  a 
lens  that  is  approximately  50mm.  A  zoom  lens 
can  be  helpful  in  framing  your  art  work  nicely  in 
the  viewfinder;  however,  avoid  using  a  lens  that 
is  too  long  as  it  will  limit  the  amount  of  light  that 
reaches  your  film,  and  this  is  a  crucial  element 
for  a  good  picture. 

There’s  no  need  to  buy  an  expensive  lighting 
system.  A  few  clip-on  lights  with  photo  floods 
will  do  the  job  nicely.  Photo  bulbs,  such  as  ECU 
Bulbs,  are  about  $5  each  and  can  be  purchased  at 
a  photo  supply  store.  The  wattage  of  these  bulbs 


is  usually  250  to  500  watts.  Two  500-watt  bulbs 
will  do  the  trick  for  an  art  work  that  is  up  to  five 
or  six  feet  in  either  direction.  Placement  of  the 
lights  is  crucial.  The  lights  should  be  a  little 
behind  and  equidistant  (3-6  feet  away)  on  either 
side  of  your  camera.  Be  sure  to  bathe  the  subject 
with  an  even  coat  of  light.  If  shooting  sculpture, 
pay  special  attention  to  shadows.  They  will  either 
enhance  your  piece  or  destroy  it. 

Most  organizations  and  galleries  request  color 
slides  of  your  work.  Try  using  Tungsten  64  ASA 
slide  film.  Before  shooting  rolls  and  rolls  of  film, 
shoot  a  test  roll  and  have  it  processed.  You  also 
might  consider  purchasing  a  roll  of  white  or  black 
backdrop  paper  (often  called  seamless  paper)  to 
place  behind  your  art  work.  This  will  give  your 
slides  an  extra  “clean”  look. 

When  photographing,  place  your  camera  on  a 
tripod  (to  ensure  even,  clear  images)  and  set  the 
shutter  speed  at  8.  Your  camera’s  light  meter  will 
indicate  a  correlating  f-stop  (probably  between  f8 
and  fl6).  Shoot  an  exposure  of  your  art  work  at 
this  setting  as  well  as  at  one  f-stop  higher  and  one 
f  stop  lower  than  indicated  by  the  light  meter  (this 
is  known  as  bracketing).  Shoot  several  art  works 
in  this  manner  on  this  test  roll  and  keep  notes  of 
the  various  settings  you  use  so  you  can  see  which 
settings  yield  the  best  results.  Once  you  have 
determined  this,  you’re  ready  to  shoot  quantity. 

Since  you  will  most  likely  need  multiple 
copies  of  each  slide,  it  is  far  better  and  cheaper  to 
shoot  several  originals  rather  that  making  dupes. 
For  example,  on  a  roll  of  36  exposures,  shoot  12 
exposures  of  each  art  work.  Hence,  you  can 
photograph  three  art  works  per  roll.  Ask  for  paper 
(cardboard)  mounts  when  you  have  your  slides 
processed,  and  don’t  forget  to  label  them  clearly. 

When  is  an  artist  required  to  buy  a  business 
license? 

In  Lewis  and  Clark  County,  the  rule  is  that  if 
you  are  selling  liquor  or  fireworks  you  need  a 
county  business  license.  In  the  city  of  Helena,  the 
rule  is  that  selling  anything  within  the  city  limits 


requires  a  city  business  license,  which  costs  $10 
per  year.  Each  locale  may  vary,  so  check  with 
your  local  officials  to  be  sure  you’re  obeying  the 
law. 

We’re  a  new  organization  thinking  about 
applying  to  the  Council  for  our  first  grant. 
What  are  the  moat  important  things  for  us  to 
know  before  we  apply? 

The  most  important  thing  to  know  is  the 
Council’s  phone  number  (444-6430).  Speak  to 
Bill  Pratt,  director  of  organizational  services, 
about  your  project  idea.  He  will  let  you  know 
how  your  project  would  be  viewed  in  terms  of 
Council  funding  criteria,  what  pertinent  funding 
categories  your  project  may  fall  under,  and  the 
Council’s  granting  history  for  similar  projects. 
Bill  will  help  you  identify  things  to  emphasize, 
pitfalls  to  avoid  and  additional  funding 
opportunities  that  might  be  available. 

It  is  also  important  to  thoroughly  read  the 
Council  grant  application  booklet  and  to  get 
answers  to  your  questions  from  staff  prior  to 
submitting  an  application.  As  a  rule  of  thumb, 
the  Council  funds  projects  with  a  high  level  of 
artistic  quality.  To  that  end,  it  requires  the 
involvement  of  professional  artists  or 
recognized  bearers  of  traditional  culture. 

Except  in  special  circumstances,  it  doesn’t  fund 
workshops  and  is  reluctant  to  support  curricula 
projects  or  fund-raising  events.  The  Council 
encourages  applications  that: 

•  provide  arts  experiences  to  populations  that 
don’t  traditionally  have  access  to  the  arts, 

•  efficiently  benefit  Montanans,  and 

•  reflect  a  cooperative  and  collaborative 
approach. 

As  grantswriting  is  an  on-going  activity, 
some  applicants  have  found  it  valuable,  once 
the  Council  decision  is  announced,  to  chat  with 
staff  regarding  the  review  panel  comments. 

This  will  often  help  you  write  a  better  grant  the 
next  time. 


Rural  Network  News 

Suzanne  Rice,  Rural  Arts  Specialist 


This  is  the  time  of  year  in  which  some  boards 
of  rural  arts  organizations  are  planning  for  next 
year’s  events.  Hours  are  spent  on  new  and 
exciting  ways  of  raising  dollars  to  help  fund 
certain  projects,  so  it  is  always  worthwhile  for 
arts  administrators  to  hear  descriptions  of  other 
organization’s  funding  events,  be  they  large  or 
small.  There  were  many  times  when  I  was 
director  of  a  rural  arts  council  when  we  were 
stuck  for  funding  ideas.  I  felt  as  though  new  ideas 
couldn’t  come  fast  enough. ..they  seemed  to  only 
trickle  in!  The  feeling  of  being  “stuck  with  the 
same  old  stuff’  still  seems  to  be  rampant  in  the 
world  of  arts  organizations.  Times  change, 
particular  events  may  not  work  as  well  as  they 
used  to,  and  volunteers  may  need  to  work  on  a 
new  project  that  helps  them  feel  “pumped.” 

If  this  is  all  too  familiar  to  you  and  your 
organization,  it  may  be  time  for  you  to  do  some 
research  in  the  form  of  telephone  calls  or  letters 
to  other  organizations.  I’ve  included  a  couple 
innovative  ideas  from  around  the  state.  You  may 
also  want  to  write  to  other  states  and  begin  a 
multislate  network  for  new  ideas.  Additionally, 
during  the  Rural  Arts  Roundup  Conference  the 
issue  of  fund-raising  will  be  addressed.  Ian  Elliot, 
director  of  Starfire  Productions  in  Billings,  will 
be  presenting  a  session  entitled,  “Fundraising 
from  Membership  Drives  and  Special  Events.” 
Yellowstone  Country 

Some  of  the  arts  facilities  across  the  state 
close  during  the  winter  months,  usually  because 
of  the  cost  of  heat.  This  makes  quite  a  bit  of 
sense,  especially  if  the  population  of  these 
communities  doesn’t  frequent  events  in  the  dead 
of  winter.  However,  recalling  the  expression  “out 


of  sight,  out  of  mind,”  we  arts  administrators 
know  that  when  the  streets  thaw  and  the  events  at 
our  centers  are  once  again  in  place,  many  folks 
may  need  a  memory  jolt.  I,  for  one,  am  a  creature 
of  habit  and  frequent  visits  to  a  particular  location 
can  be  nothing  more  than  a  routine  for  me.  If  I 
lived  in  Livingston  I  would  be  the  type  of  person 
to  take  full  advantage  of  the  “small  fundraiser”  the 
Livingston  Depot  has  created.  One  night  during 
the  winter  when  the  Depot  is  usually  closed  they 
crank  up  the  heat  and  open  the  doors  to  the  public 
for  a  Pinochle/Bridge  Night.  The  organization 
looks  for  a  business  in  town  to  underwrite 
publicity  for  the  single  event,  charge  $5  at  the 
door,  and  serve  donated  cake  and  coffee.  This 
event  raises  a  small  amount  of  money  ($500)  and 
only  requires  a  small  amount  of  preparation  time 
from  the  organization.  As  Cindy  NeSmith, 
Executive  Director  of  the  Livingston  Depot  said, 
“The  most  important  reason  for  this  type  of  event 
is  to  keep  people  coming  into  the  Depot  during 
our  off  season.” 

Missouri  Country 

Once  a  year  the  local  newspaper  in  Sidney 
chooses  a  nonprofit  in  need  of  aid  for  an  annual 
benefit  fundraiser.  This  year  the  MonDak 
Historical  &  Art  Society,  which  runs  the  MonDak 
Heritage  Museum  &  Art  Gallery  with  the  help  of 
codirectors  Marie  and  Bert  Sawyer,  let  it  be 
known  throughout  the  community  that  they  were 
in  a  financial  bind,  and  thus  became  the  lucky 
recipients  of  the  newspaper's  offer.  After 
discussing  what  would  be  the  most  advantageous 
for  the  partnership  between  the  paper  and  the 
Society,  the  MonDak  Society  membership  drive 
plan  was  designed.  With  a  target  figure  of  200 


members,  the  paper  donated  half  a  page  to  the 
drive  until  the  quota  was  reached.  As  time  went 
by  all  of  the  members'  names  were  printed  in  the 
paper  with  new  ones  being  added  weekly.  This 
high-profile  membership  drive  plan  proved  to  be 
very  successful.  The  group  now  boasts  240 
members,  which  proves  again  the  importance  of 
the  arts  working  in  partnership  with  business. 
Membership  to  the  MonDak  Historical  &  Art 
Society  includes  10  percent  off  any  item  in  the 
sales  gallery,  free  admission  to  the  Museum  & 
Art  Gallery,  a  bimonthly  newsletter  and  a  lapel 
pin  with  the  Society’s  logo. 

Some  National  News 

Each  year  prior  to  its  annual  conference,  the 
National  Assembly  of  Local  Arts  Agencies 
(NALAA)  Interest  Areas  present  one  or  more 
preconferences.  This  year  the  Government 
Interest  Area  will  sponsor  a  preconference  on  the 
Americans  with  Disabilities  Act  (ADA)  June  3  - 
4,1994,  in  Ft.  Worth,  Texas.  The  conference  will 
focus  on  the  need  for  local  arts  organizations  to 
provide  service  and  technical  assistance  in 
compliance  with  the  law. 

Anna  Aschkenes,  chair  of  the  Government 
Interest  area,  has  some  strong  concerns  for  small 
arts  organizations  having  to  comply  to  ADA 
regulations  with  limited  resources.  Thus,  the 
NALAA  preconference  will  illustrate  by 
example  and  provide  suggestions  for  program 
and  facility  accessibility.  The  intent  is  to  help 
every  organization  better  understand  the  law 
through  practical  translation  of  the  statutes.  Ms. 
Aschkenes  will  also  be  speaking  on  ADA  at  Art 
Beyond  Boundaries,  June  17-19,  Spearfish,  SD.

Bill  keeps  writing 
grants  and  I  keep  figuring 
out  the  budgets  for  the  new 
ones,  tracking  the  activity 
of  the  current  ones  and 
completing  final  reporting 
on  them  as  they’re  closed. 
This  is  a  strange  and 
wonderful  relationship  we 
have.  I’ve  been  wearing 
my  budgeting  and  financial  management  hat  a 
good  deal  recently. 

Speaking  of  switching  hats,  I  regularly  attend 
monthly  personnel  meetings  where  other  state 
agencies’  employees  in  the  personnel  field 
network  with  each  other.  That’s  some  people’s 
entire  job  . . .  isn’t  that  amazing?  That’s  just  a 
small  part  of  what  I  do,  but  we  have  a  very  small 
and  dedicated  staff,  which  gratefully  doesn’t 
require  a  large  volume  of  personnel  work. 

At  the  end  of  January,  I  attended  the  19th 
Economic  Outlook  Seminar  sponsored  by  the 
Bureau  of  Business  and  Economic  Research 
(BBER).  The  seminars  were  presented  around 
the  state  in  Great  Falls,  Missoula,  Billings, 
Bozeman,  Butte  and  Kalispell.  They  are  very 
worthwhile,  albeit  a  little  pricey  at  $60  for  a  half 
day;  lunch  is  provided.  The  theme  this  year  was 
Health  Care  for  Everyone.  Dorothy  Bradley, 
chair  of  the  newly  formed  Montana  Health  Care 
Authority,  was  the  luncheon  keynote  speaker. 
Montana’s  basic  industries  statewide  remain 
agriculture,  wood  products,  oil  and  gas,  nonfuel 
mineral  mining  and  tourism  and  recreation.  All 
are  level  or  declining  except  tourism  and 
recreation,  which  exceeds  $1  billion  annually  and 
is  expected  to  continue  to  grow  and  expand. 

A  representative  from  the  Institute  for 
Tourism  and  Recreation  Research  at  the 
University  of  Montana  discussed  some  of  the 
downside  of  this  growing  industry.  Sometimes 
tourism  is  viewed  as  the  panacea  or  fix-all  for 
communities  struggling  to  survive,  but  there  are 
unanticipated  consequences  which  affect  the 
quality  of  life  for  residents.  Northwestern 
Montana  is  already  beginning  to  develop  almost 
a  “gut  shoot  ’em  at  the  border”  antipathy  toward 
tourism.  Developing  and  protecting  the  Montana 
rural  landscape  becomes  a  very  genuine  concern 
in  the  face  of  rampant  growth.  As  one  of  my 
favorite  authors  says,  when  you  light  a  candle, 
you  create  a  shadow.

First  Book  Award 


The  First  Book  Award  applications  were 
mailed  out  mid-January.  The  deadline  for 
applications  is  April  22, 1994.  The  First  Book 


Award  was  established  to  encourage  and  reward 
talented  emerging  Montana  writers.  To  be  eligible 
the  applicant  must  have  been  published  in 
journals,  anthologies  or  other  collections  and  be  a 
Montana  resident.  The  entries  will  be  reviewed 
by  judges  who  are  nationally  recognized  writers. 
The  award  winner  will  be  notified  by  mid¬ 
summer. 

Fellowships 

The  Montana  Arts  Council’s  Fellowship 
applications  were  mailed  during  the  last  week  of 
January.  The  deadline  for  applications  is  May  2, 
1994.  The  fellowship  seeks  to  recognize  and 
encourage  outstanding  Montana  artists  who  have 
demonstrated  excellence  in  their  work.  Panelists 
with  professional  expertise  in  the  various 
disciplines  review  the  applications.  Decisions  are 
based  on  artistic  excellence.  Final  announcements 
of  the  recipients  will  be  made  before  June  30, 
1994.

The  “Tumblewords”  writers  are  still  rolling 
around  the  west  Corby  Skinner,  the  statewide 
coordinator,  says  the  program  has  been  well 
received  in  the  five  rural  Montana  communities  of 
Anaconda/Philipsburg,  Chester,  Circle,  Glasgow, 
and  Lodge  Grass/Crow  Agency.  One  of  the  many 
success  stories  is  novelist/short  story  writer  David 
Cates’s  visit  to  Circle.  The  visit  coordinator, 
Wanda  Rosseland,  said  after  the  visit  “We  were 
astonished  that  15  people  came  to  the  ‘Writer’s 
Night  Out’  and  as  a  direct  result  of  that  meeting  a 
writers  group  has  been  formed  in  our  little  town 
of  Circle.  It  would  have  never  happened  without 
the  catalyst  of  Tumblewords  and  the  David  Cates’ 
talk.” 

Governor’s  Awards  for  the  Arts 

The  plans  for  the  awards  ceremony  honoring 
Sue  and  John  Talbot  are  in  the  making.  The 
excitement  and  enthusiasm  felt  by  all  the  people 
planning  this  event  is  generated  by  the  genuine 
respect  everyone  feels  for  the  Talbots.  As  one 
committee  person  expressed,  “It’s  a  labor  of 
love.”  I  won’t  describe  the  program  here,  but  will 
tell  you  that  it  promises  to  be  one  of  the  grandest 
Governor’s  Awards  for  the  Arts  to  date.  The 
ceremony  is  March  1 1  at  8  p.m  in  the  Montana 
Theatre.

Wood  conference

Modem  mania 


On  January  28  and  29, 1  participated  in  a 
training  session  of  1 1  arts  organizations  to 
familiarize  them  with  using  METNET  and  Arts 


Wire,  the  national  electronic  network  for  the  arts. 
The  Montana  Arts  Foundation  is  distributing 
modems  to  36  arts  organizations  and  will  be 
subsidizing  39  organizations  to  participate  in 
Arts  Wire  for  six  months.  For  folks  interested  in 
learning  about  on-line  communication  there  will 
also  be  a  demonstration  of  METNET  at  the 
Cultural  Congress  in  March. 

Another  NEA  grant 

Organizational  Services  also  submitted  a  two- 
year  grant  request  of  $235,100  to  the  States 
Program  of  the  National  Endowment  for  the  Arts 
to  support  nine  state-wide  arts  service 
organizations  and  its  Regional  Arts  Initiative  and 
ARTS  PARTNERS  grant  programs.

Metis  consciousness 

I  suppose  the  most  notable  news  for  this 
program  is  the  astounding  groundswell 
resurgence  of  Metis  cultural  identity  in  Montana 
I’ve  been  working  with  the  Metis  on  the  Northern 
plains  for  close  to  20  years  now.  But,  beginning 
three  years  ago  with  a  presentation  in  Cboteau  at 
the  Nature  Conservancy;  two  years  ago  in  Helena 
at  the  Myma  Loy;  this  past  Fall  at  the  Montana 
Historical  Society  and  four  more  presentations  in 
Choteau,  two  in  Augusta  and  two  in  Great  Falls; 
interspersed  with  work  on  developing  a  segment 
of  the  PBS  American  Experience  on  Louis  Riel; 
producing  a  Metis  performance  component  at  the 
Festival  International  de  Louisiane;  publishing  a 
couple  of  major  articles  and  a  short  story;  co¬ 
producing  a  film  on  Metis  fiddling  funded  by  the 
NEA;  producing  a  CD  for  Smithsonian/Folkways 
on  Metis  music  that  is  internationally  distributed; 
topped  with  efforts  to  bring  Joseph  Kinsey 
Howard’s  Strange  Empire  back  to  print  has 
helped  bring  an  unanticipated,  yet  heartfully  felt, 
new  consciousness  for  Metis. 

We  now  have  the  Metis  Cultural  Recovery 
Trust,  based  out  of  Choteau,  a  fledgling 
organization  designed  to  encompass  a  statewide 
strategy  for  documenting,  protecting,  and 
encouraging  Metis  cultural  lifeways.  And  the 
College  of  Great  Falls  5th  Annual  Intertribal  Pow 
Wow  this  year  is  honoring  the  Metis  Nation  on 
both  sides  of  the  49th  parallel,  Louis  Riel,  Gabriel 
Dumont,  for  all  they  accomplished  on  behalf  of 
the  Metis,  and  the  Little  Shell  Band  as  they 
petition  for  Federal  recognition  this  summer.  The 
Charlie  Russell  Auction  this  year  will  be 
highlighting  Metis  performance  traditions.  I’ve 
arranged  for  an  acclaimed  Metchif  fiddle  and 
dance  troupe  to  come  from  the  Turtle  Mountains 
to  perform  at  both  the  Pow  Wow  and  Auction. 
And,  yes,  indeed.  Strange  Empire  will  be  on  the 
shelf  at  your  favorite  bookstore  this  Fall, 
published  by  the  Minnesota  Historical  Society 
Press. 

All  of  this  is  so  important  if  we,  as  a  whole 
society,  are  to  truly  understand  the  ways,  whys, 
and  wherefores  the  Northwest  developed  socially 
and  politically.  There  are  also  many  lessons  to  be 
gained  from  the  Metis  that  apply  to  contemporary 
issues  of  cultural  equity,  multiculturalism,  and 
diverse  society.  Well,  enough... 

Other  project  news 

Good  news,  we’ve  learned  that  our  proposal 
for  a  Blackfeet  Economic  Development  Through 
Tribal  Arts  project  has  been  funded  by  the  NEA 
with  high  marks.  $30,000+.  We’re  in  the  midst  of 
preparing  a  funding  strategy  proposal  for  the 
American  Indian  Monument/Montana  Tribal  Flag 
Circle  Advisory  Committee.  We’ve  earmarked  all 
but  one  Traditional  Arts  Master/ Apprenticeship 
for  this  go-’round.

Insisting  arts 
be  included 
in  Goals  2000 

Despite  the  inclusion 
of  the  arts  as  a  core 
academic  subject  in 
Goals  2000:  Educate 
America  Act,  Title  I  of 
the  Elementary  and 
Secondary  Education 
Act  (ESEA),  the 
legislation’s  major 
funding  source, 
focused  only  on 
reading,  math  and 
language  arts  as 
disciplines  to  fund.  To 
remedy  the  exclusion 
of  the  arts,  Rep.  Eliot 
Engel  (D-NY)  engaged 
in  a  colloquy  with 
subcommittee  chair 
Dale  Kildee  (D-MI) 
during  a  February  full 
committee  mark-up. 

“Does  this  mean,  Mr. 
Chairman,  that  Chapter 
I  funds  can  be  used 
only  for  reading, 
mathematics  and 
language  arts  and  not 
for  any  other 
curriculum  areas 
enumerated  in  Goals 
2000?"  Rep.  Engel 
asked.  “I  appreciate  the 
need  for  competence  in 
these  three  areas,  but 
the  listing  of  only  these 
three  areas  sends  a 
strong  message  to 
states  and  localities 
that  Title  I  funds  can  be 
used  only  for  reading, 
mathematics  and 
language  arts 
programs.  .1  would  like 
the  Committee  Report 
to  state  clearly  that 
Title  I  funds  can  be 
used  for  all  curriculum 
areas  enumerated  by 
Goals:  2000,  including 
the  arts,  and  that  any 
regulations  and  advice 
on  implementation 
developed  by  the 
Education  Department 
r  Iso  contain  language 
notifying  s'ates  and 
localities  that  Title  I 
funds  can  be  used  for 
programs  in  all 
curriculum  areas 
including  the  arts.”

cultural  organizations  to  unite  with  a  single  voice 
about  the  significance  of  arts  and  culture  to 
Montanans  as  a  whole,”  said  Arlynn  Fishbaugh, 
MAC’S  executive  director.  “Sessions  for  the 
Cultural  Congress  have  been  designed  to  define 
the  common  ground  we  in  the  arts  community 
share  and  to  seek  ways  to  garner  more  effective 
partnerships  with  others  throughout  the  state.” 

Likewise,  the  Rural  Arts  Roundup  will  also 
examine  the  positive  effects  that  creating  new 
partnerships  can  have  on  rural  communities,  as 
well  as  focusing  on  skill  development  and 
strategies  for  strengthening  the  impact  that  the 
arts  can  have  in  rural  communities.  Now  in  its 
second  year,  the  Rural  Arts  Roundup  is  a  unique 
forum  that  allows  rural  arts  organizations  to 


come  together  to  discuss  issues  and  problems  they 
share.  “Providing  knowledge,  skills  and  action  for 
rural  Montana’s  cultural  future,”  is  the  theme  of 
this  year’s  conference. 

Skill  sessions  for  the  Rural  Arts  Roundup  will 
include:  Fundraising  through  Membership  Drives 
and  Special  Events;  Partnerships  that  Serve 
Communities  and  Reservations;  Board 
Development  and  Conflict  Resolution;  and 
Volunteerism.  As  was  the  case  last  year,  this 
year’s  Roundup  will  focus  on  developing  regional 
partnerships,  where  organizations,  artists  and  arts 
educators  will  be  given  time  to  meet  with  others 
in  their  region  to  network. 

The  weekend  will  also  include  the  Governor’s 
Award  for  Distinguished  Achievement  in  the  Arts 
ceremony,  taking  place  at  the  Montana  Theatre  on 


the  University  of  Montana  campus  on  Friday, 
March  11  at  8  p.m.  This  year’s  recipients  are 
Susan  and  John  Talbot  of  Missoula,  honored  for 
their  lifetime  commitment  and  support  of  the 
arts.  The  awards  ceremony  is  co-sponsored  by 
the  Missoulian. 

The  Cultural  Congress  is  sponsored  in 
cooperation  with  the  University  of  Montana 
School  of  Fine  Arts  through  the  support  of  the  U 
of  M  Excellence  Fund.  The  Rural  Arts  Roundup 
is  funded,  in  part,  through  a  grant  from  the  NEA.

with  input  from  community  individuals  and 
organizations. 

An  important  element  of  the  residency 
activities  will  be  for  the  Ririe-Woodbury 
Company  to  work  with  advanced  students  in 
choreography  in  Bozeman,  Billings,  Missoula 
and  Helena.  The  Montana  Dance  Arts 
Association  will  also  provide  professional  dance 
training  to  young  Montana  dancers  and  teachers 
at  one  of  its  three-day  workshops  that  are  held 
twice  each  year. 

In  addition  to  bringing  a  greater  presence  of 


dance  to  the  state.  Dance  on  Tour  will  also  serve 
as  an  opportunity  to  expand  the  number  of  dance 
presenters  in  the  state.  Currently,  there  are  only 
three  major  dance  presenters  in  Montana:  Alberta 
Bair  Theater  in  Billings,  Helena  Presents  in 
Helena  and  Associated  Students  of  the  University 
of  Montana  Programming.  These  experienced 
dance  presenters,  along  with  a  representative  from 
the  Ririe-Woodbury  Company,  will  work  with 
less  experienced  dance  presenters  and  assist  them 
in  developing  residencies. 

Ririe-Woodbury  Dance  Company 

The  Ririe-Woodbury  Dance  Company  of  Salt 


Lake  City,  Utah,  has  achieved  worldwide 
recognition  for  its  artistic  innovations  and  deep 
commitment  to  community  arts  education  and 
awareness.  Founded  in  1964  by  Shirley  Ririe 
and  Joan  Woodbury,  the  company  is  blown  for 
its  “viewer-friendly”  contemporary  American 
dance  repertory.  Still  serving  as  co-artistic 
directors,  Ririe  and  Woodbury  share  then- 
teaching,  choreography,  production  and  design 
talents,  along  with  six  touring  company 
members,  to  provide  exciting  and  valuable 
residencies. 

Shirley  Ririe’s  performing  career  has 
spanned  35  years.  A  graduate  of  New  York 
University  with  a  master’s  in  dance  education, 
she  is  a  professor  of  modem  dance  at  the 
University  of  Utah,  a  United  States  delegate  to 
Dance  and  the  Child  International,  a  consultant 
for  the  National  Endowment  for  the  Arts,  a 
member  of  the  National  Advisory  Committee 
for  Young  Audiences,  and  a  consultant  for  the 
Association  for  Instructional  Television,  having 
produced  two  programs  for  PBS  “Arts  Alive.” 

Joan  Woodbury  has  choreographed  over  60 
works  for  the  Ririe-Woodbury  Dance  Company 
and  has  also  choreographed  for  other  nationally 
recognized  modem  dance  companies.  She 
earned  her  master’s  degree  from  the  University 
of  Wisconsin  and  has  studied  with  Mary 
Wigman  at  the  Freie  Universitate  in  Berlin, 
were  she  was  the  first  Fulbright  Scholar  in 
dance.  She  has  also  been  a  Fulbright  lecturer  in 
New  Zealand.  Woodbury,  a  professor,  has 
taught  modem  dance  at  the  University  of  Utah 
since  1951.  She  has  also  taught  numerous 
workshops  and  master  classes  all  over  the 
world.

Grant  opportunities  to  benefit  underserved  communities 


The  Montana  Arts  Council  is  awaiting  word 
from  the  National  Endowment  for  the  Arts  on 
two  grants  that  would  encourage  art 
organizations  to  explore  collaborative  ways  to 
accomplish  their  missions  and  to  identify 
additional  resources.  If  awarded,  these 
programs  would  meet  the  needs  of  artistically 
underserved  communities  through  the  funding 
of  regional  arts  programming,  partnerships 
between  arts  organizations  and  non-arts 
organizations  and  salary  support  for  executive 
directors  of  local  arts  agencies. 

Regional  Arts  Initiative: 

In  addition  to  direct  project  costs,  grants 
may  be  used  to  support  project  planning  efforts, 
engage  consultants  and  convene  a  regional 
advisory  committee.  The  Council  encourages 
applicants  to  augment  local  services  and 
resources  with  those  provided  by  statewide  arts 
service  organizations  and  to  use  technology  to 
facilitate  communications.  The  Council 
anticipates  that  most  projects  will  serve  a  multi¬ 
community,  county-wide  or  multi-county  area. 
However,  it  will  accept  applications  that  focus 
only  on  two  or  three  communities. 

Arts  Partners: 

This  program  is  designed  to  stimulate  the 
development  of  partnerships  to  meet  the  needs 
of  artistically  underserved  communities.  Funds 


must  be  used  to  support  joint  projects  involving 
artists,  arts  organizations  and/or  non-arts 
organizations  to  increase  programs,  services  or 
resources  or  to  decrease  expenses.  Projects  may 
include: 

•  establishment  of  funding  mechanisms  such  as 
united  arts  fund  drives,  artist  grant  programs, 
community  arts  trusts,  revolving  loan  programs; 

•  creation  of  facilities  such  as  art  “incubators,” 
artist  or  studio  space,  performance  or  exhibition 
spaces; 

•  developing  of  marketing  strategies  such  as  craft 
cooperatives,  supply  and  equipment  purchasing 
and  marketing  ventures; 

•  community  design  and  main  street  development; 
and 

•  arts  production. 

Significant  partnerships  and  cooperative 
planning  must  be  demonstrated  with  arts  partners 
including  city  and  county  agencies,  economic 
development  councils,  chambers  of  commerce, 
private  businesses,  schools,  social  service, 
recreation  and  conservation  groups,  senior  citizen 
programs,  tribal  governments,  libraries  or  county 
extension  programs. 

Local  Arts  Agency  Salary  Support: 

This  program  will  enable  local  arts  agencies  in 
rural  or  underserved  communities  to  hire  their 
first  executive  directors  or  to  increase  the  paid 


working  hours  of  existing  executive  directors. 
This  may  include  establishing  a  full-  or  part- 
time  position,  increasing  a  part-time  position  to 
full-time  or  increasing  the  hours  of  a  part-time 
position. 

Based  on  precedent  used  by  the  NEA  in  its 
definition  of  “underserved  communities,”  only 
local  arts  agencies  outside  of  Billings  and  Great 
Falls,  the  major  cities  in  the  state’s  Metropolitan 
Statistical  Areas,  would  be  eligible  for  these 
grants.  Eligible  applicants  from  Montana’s 
other  larger  communities  are  expected  to  have 
completed  community  cultural  plans  prior  to 
applying  for  salary  support. 

Applicants  should  apply  for  a  biennial  grant 
In  the  first  year  an  organization  may  apply  for 
two-thirds  of  the  salary  and  benefits,  the  balance 
matched  in  cash  by  the  organization.  For  the 
second  year,  the  organization  is  responsible  for 
one-half  of  the  salary  and  benefits. 

Executive  directors  are  expected  to  attend 
the  Council’s  annual  Rural  Arts  Roundup  which 
provides  skills  training,  resource  sharing  and 
skills  acquisition.  On-going  contact  by  phone 
and  mail  with  the  Council’s  Rural  Arts 
Specialist  is  encouraged.  Travel  and  consultant 
support  is  also  available  through  the  Council’s 
Local  Arts  Agency  program  and  its  Immediate 
Action  grants. 
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AC  Fellowship  Recipients  1993-94 


Over  the  past  several  months,  ArtistSearch  has  featured  the  1993-93  MAC  Fellowship  recipients.  This  issue 
features  Peter  Fong  and  Karen  Kitchel. 


Peter  Fong,  Creative  Writing 

When  talking  with  Peter  Fong,  it’s  hard  to  tell  what  he’s  most  passionate  about  —  writing 
about  fishing  or  fishing  so  be  has  stories  about  which  to  write. 

Fong  was  bom  in  Oceanside,  New  York,  a  few  miles  away  from  the  Long  Island  town 
where  his  grandfather,  an  engineer  by  education,  operated  a  Chinese  laundry.  He  received  a 
degree  in  biology  from  Harvard  College  in  1982  and  then  spent  the  next  ten  years  of  his  life 
working  primarily  as  a  commercial  fisherman. 

His  interest  in  writing  was  fueled  by  his  love  for  reading,  especially  novels.  And  when  he 

did  begin  writing,  he  found  short  stories  to  be 
a  favorable  way  to  tell  his  tales.  “Short  stories 
are  easier  to  attack  than  novels.  You  can  sit 
down  and  begin  and  end  one,”  he  said. 

Fong’s  stories  are  usually  about  fishing 
and  set  in  places  where  he  no  longer  lives. 

He’s  uneasy  writing  about  places  where  he 
currendy  resides  “out  of  respect  for  writers’ 
home  turf,”  he  said.  “When  you  write  about  a 
place,  people  view  that  as  giving  your 
impressions  of  that  place.  I  don’t  want  to  be 
W®”  **UL  saying  what  Montana  and  its  people  are 

^  k  about.  I’ll  leave  that  to  the  writers  who  are 

from  here.” 

Fong  and  his  wife  Sarah  Putnam  decided 
to  move  to  Montana  in  1989,  after  Sarah  had 
completed  her  degree.  In  the  early  1970s,  he 
worked  as  a  fishing  guide  in  the  Yellowstone 
region  and  had  always  wanted  to  return.  “We 
decided  to  pick  a  place  on  the  map  where 
major  rivers  came  together,  and  that 
happened  to  be  Missoula,”  Fong  said.  Since 
being  in  Missoula,  he’s  been  able  to  earn  an 
MFA  from  the  University  of  Montana. 

Currently,  Fong  is  working  full  time  as  project  editor  for  the  Systematic  Initiative  for 
Mathematics  and  Science,  a  two-year  project  to  reform  math  curriculum. 

Receiving  the  Montana  Arts  Council  Fellowship  has  enabled  Fong  to  upgrade  his  computer  and  buy  a  printer.  He’s  also  hoping  to  take  some 
time  off  this  summer  to  devote  to  writing.  “I’d  like  to  finish  more  short  stories  and  work  on  a  novel  that  I’ve  recendy  started,”  Fong  said.  Set  in 
the  Florida  Keys,  it  doesn’t  come  as  much  of  surprise  that  the  main  character  of  his  novel  is  a  charter  fisherman. 


Noon  Sun,  East  Bay 

Winter’s  not  over  but  it  feels  like  heaven,  like 
the  day  after  someone  has  died — warm  when  I 
expected  cold,  clear  when  clouds  were  due. 
East  Bay  is  iced  at  least  a  mile  from  shore  and 
I  walk  out  to  fish.  Old  men  tend  holes,  their 
backs  to  the  big  lake  that  won’t  freeze.  I  go 
until  I  can  see  blood  on  the  ice,  sleek  rows  of 
trout  stiffening  in  the  skin  of  snowmelt  that 
mirrors  the  sky.  Into  a  hole  in  the  water  I  drop 
deep  designs.  Also  my  faith  in  things  unseen, 
a  week  of  bad  work,  my  murderous  thoughts. 

A  skater  strides  easily  from  blade  to  blade.  I 
watch  her  glide  away,  skirt  the  edge  of  open 
water;  I  tell  myself  I  wouldn’t  feel  a  thing  if  she 
were  gone.  I  would  not  run  with  a  rope  to  the 
spot,  so  small  has  my  life  become.  All  I  want  is 
the  old  age  these  old  men  have,  backs  to  the 
world,  hope  on  the  hook,  fat  trout  dreaming, 
and  no  death  less  important  than  their  own. 
Wouldn’t  that  be  heaven — good  ice  over  East 
Bay,  noon  sun  in  March,  no  God  to  judge?  Into 
a  hole  in  the  water  he  drops  eggshells  and 
canned  corn.  He  says  the  trout  are  attracted  to 
the  fall,  tells  about  the  time  he  spilled  coffee 
on  the  ice  and  the  warden  asked,  Who  pissed 
here?  It’s  illegal  you  know — a  fifty-dollar  sin. 

He  dipped  two  fingers  in  the  stained  snow  and 
tasted  it.  He  said,  Not  me.

Karen  Kitchel,  Visual  Arts 


Karen  Kitchel  is  interested  in  politics,  an  interest  that's  reflected  in  her  work. 

For  several  years,  her  paintings  have  explored  landscape  images.  Not  “Landscape  painting”  as  the  genre  is 
usually  understood,  but  the  selection  and  contextualization  of  land  images  and  symbols.  Her  technically 
precise  craftsmanship  not  only  portrays  how  a  particular  place  looks,  but  reveals  overlooked  details  and 
unexamined  attitudes.  The  paintings  are  about  land,  and  our  relationship  to  it. 

Bom  and  raised  in  Michigan,  Kitchel  received  her  bachelor’s  degree  in  art  from  Kalamazoo  College  in 
1979,  then  decided  to  moved  to  the  West  to  attend  graduate  school.  She  received  her  MFA  in  painting  from 
Claremont  Graduate  School  in  1982  and  remained  in  Southern  California  through  the  eighties,  working  as  a 
full-time  artist  since  1987. 

“I  had  been  supported  by  a  generous  grant  from  the  California  Arts  Council,”  Kitchel  said.  But  when  the 
money  ran  out,  she  began  feeling  restless.  After  exploring  multiple  projects,  she  decided  to  move  to  Montana 
in  the  fall  of  1990.  At  first,  Kitchel  was  uncertain  if  moving  to  Billings  was  going  to  be  beneficial  to  her 
work,  but  she  found  Montana  to  be  calmer  and  afforded  her  more  privacy,  at  a  much  lower  cost  of  living  than 
Southern  California.  Moreover,  the  Montana  landscape  and  issues  involving  its  land  use  has  intensified  her 
exploration  of  landscape  images. 

“I’ve  been  working  on  trying  to  make  a  non- 
romantic  statement  that  honors  the  tradition  of 

landscape  painting,”  she  said.  “My  work  is  an  . 

honest  synthesis  of  how  we  want  the  landscape  to 
work  for  us  in  art  as  compared  to  how  it  really  is 
and  how  we  treat  it.” 

Themes  of  her  work  are  also  existent  in  her  life. 

An  advocate  for  healthy  environments,  Kitchel 
currently  is  involved  with  concerned  residents  in 
Billings  who  are  addressing  the  high  levels  sulfur 
dioxide  that  exists  in  their  community.  “I’m 
discovering  that  the  activities  and  interests  in  my 
life  are  becoming  more  and  more  interwoven.  I 
wish  all  artists  could  experience  this,”  she  said. 

Since  receiving  the  Montana  Arts  Council 
Fellowship,  Kitchel’ s  work  has  focused  more 
specifically  on  regional  plant  forms,  through  finely 
rendered  botanical  oil  paintings  of  West  Coast  and 
Rocky  Mountain  species.  She’s  also  been  busy 
shipping  her  work  to  exhibits  around  the  country. 

She  said  the  money  from  the  fellowship  has  been 
extremely  helpful  to  aiding  in  the  costs  of  framing 
and  shipping  her  works.  She  is  also  pleased  to 
announce  that  for  the  first  time,  her  work  can  be 
viewed  here  in  Montana.  During  the  month  of 
March,  Kitchel’ s  regional  growth  work  can  be  seen 
at  the  Northcutt  Steele  Gallery  in  Billings.  HHi

Studies  show 
that  the  arts  help  to 
achieve  the  following 
national  goals:  instill 
values  by  helping 
people  reconnect  to 
their  spirituality;  bring 
people  together  to 
develop  community 
through  a  universality 
that  transcends  deep 
differences  and 
divisions  in  an 
increasingly  diverse 
society;  improve 
education  by  helping  to 
impart  knowledge, 
enhance  cognitive 
development  improve 
analytical  thinking  and 
motivation,  inspire 
teamwork,  and  help 
create  self-esteem;  and 
stimulate  the  economy 
through  its  positive 
impact  on  job  creation, 
tax  base  enhancement, 
increased  tourism, 
improved  community 
development  and 
growth  of  auxiliary 
service  jobs. 
Government  support 
for  the  arts  effectively 
serves  these  goals.”

Agencies'  annual 
legislative  appropri¬ 
ation  survey  shows  an 
increase  of  almost  16 
percent  in  overall 
appropriations  to  the 
50  state  and  6  special 
jurisdictional  arts 
agencies  for  fiscal  year 
1993-94.  The  increase 
in  appropriations  is 
partially  attributable  to 
the  modest  growth  in 
the  U.S.  economy  and 
follows  a  year  in  which 
aggregate  legislative 
appropriation  figures 
for  state  arts  agencies 
remained  level. 

NASAA  remains 
cautious  in  its  outlook 
for  the  future  because 
state  government 
leaders  are  still 
challenged  to  balance 
their  budgets.  The 
unsettled  national 
economy  is  reflected  in 
the  fact  that  28  stats 
and  jurisdictional  arts 
agencies  reported 
increases  in  their  fiscal 
year  1994  appropri¬ 
ations,  while  24  arts 
agencies  reported 
decreases. 

“The  growth  in 
legislative  appropri¬ 
ations  to  stats  arte 
sgencies  reaffirms  the 
effectiveness  of 
advocacy  efforts  by 
many  individuals  who 
conveyed  to  decision¬ 
makers  how  important 
the  cultural  life  of  this 
country  is  to  them  and 
how  it  contributes  to  a 
world-class  education 
system,  a  growth 
economy  and  the 
overall  health  of  their 
communities,’  says 
Jonathan  Katz, 
executive  director  of 
NASAA.

The  $170,229  million 
FY  '94  budget,  down 
from  $174,459  million 
in  FY  '93,  includes  a 
$3.1  million  decrease 
within  17  of  the 
Endowments 
programs,  and  a  $1.27 
million  reduction  in  its 
formula-driven  funding 
to  state  and  regional 
arts  organizations. 

The  agency's  adminis¬ 
trative  budget,  due  to 
government-wide 
mandated  "locality" 
pay  increases  rose  by 
$133,000. 

The  most  sizable 
reductions  appear  in 
the  Dance  and  Music 
programs,  but  a  large 
measure  of  these 
apparent  cuts  actually 
reflect  an  internal  shift. 
Categories  that  fund 
dance  and  music 
presenting  activities 
have  moved  into  the 
Presenting  and 
Commissioning 
Program,  therefore 
accounting  for  what 
appears  to  be  a 
program  increase. 

Two  categories  that 
had  been  planned  for 
the  1994  fiscal  yew 
have  been  eliminated. 
The  Theater  Program's 
Professional  Theater 
Training  category  and 
the  Dance  Program's 
Dance  Heritage 
category  will  not  be 
offered  in  FY  '94, 
bringing  to  16  the  total 
number  of  categories 
abolished  since  the 
1990  fiscal  year.
